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A LIFE-SAVING defibrillator has been 
stolen from a Public Access Box in 
Tarleton village. 

The vital piece of equipment went missing 
from the box placed on a wall at Holistic 
Health in Church Road. 

Douglas Cardiac Trust, who are respons- 
ible for the defib, spent a week investigating 
if it had been used in an emergency but now 
fear it was stolen by heartless thieves after 
North West Ambulance service told them 
there was no record of it being pressed into 
action. 

Bernard Sparkes, the secretary of Douglas 
Cardiac Trust, said: “We have come to the 
conclusion that the defibrillator has been 
stolen, potentially putting lives at risk. The

box the defibrillator was in was unlocked to 
allow anyone to have easy access to life-sav- 
ing equipment. 

"Sometime between July 5 and July 30 the 
defibrillator was removed from its Public 
Access box in the village. 

"The loss of this piece of vital life-saving 
equipment could have very serious con- 
sequences to any person in that locality in 
Tarleton who may suffer a cardiac condition 
and be in need of a defibrillator."

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Firefighters from 
Lancashire fly out 
to tackle wildfires 


FIREFIGHTERS from across Lancashire 
have flown out to Greece to help on the 
frontline as blazing wildfires continue to 
devastate parts of the country. 

Crews from across the country including 
neighbouring Merseyside, along with 
officers from the National Resilience 
Assurance Team flew to Athens on August 
8. 

The deployment comes following a 
formal request to the National Fire Chiefs 
Council’s (NFCC) National Resilience team 
from the Home Secretary to give opera- 
tional assistance to Greece. 

The team are being led by officers from 
Merseyside Fire & Rescue Service and 
overseen by MFRS’ deputy chief fire 
officer, Nick Searle. 

The firefighters have been deployed 
alongside their Greek counterparts in tac- 
tical firefighting. Any team sent is entirely 
self-sufficient, ensuring that no additional 
burden is placed upon a country already 
suffering unprecedented demands on its 
resources.

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Man arrested after leaving 
dog in locked car boot for two 
hours in sweltering heat

POLICE were forced to smash a car window in 
order to release a dog which had been put in 
the boot during a recent hot day. 

Officers were called to the vehicle in Appley 
Bridge on Wednesday, August 4 after members of 
the public had seen the animal being put there. 

When police officers arrived, the dog could be 


heard in distress, and concerns were heightened 


when the dog fell silent. 


Fearing for the dog’s life, officers forced entry to 
the vehicle and recovered the animal which was 
immediately transported to a vet for treatment for 


heat exposure and dehydration. 


The owner returned to the vehicle approximately 
two hours after leaving it and was arrested for 


animal cruelty. 


Ormskirk and Rural West Lancs Police said: “The 
temperature in Appley Bridge was 24 degrees 
celsius, but it was 10 degrees higher inside the 
vehicle even after the windows had been 


smashed. 


“Thanks to the public raising the alarm and the 


actions of officers at the scene, we are expecting 


the dog to make a full recovery and will be taking what 


action we can against the owner.” 


Police said the dog appears to be recovering well, and they 
have taken the animal pending further investigation. 

The arrested male was later released on bail. 

Ormskirk and Rural West Lancs Police told the Champion: 
“When police arrest someone we can hold them for a max- 
imum of 24 hours without charge, except in the most 


exceptional circumstances. 


“Prior to charge we need to present the evidence to the 
CPS for them to authorise and this has to include all the 
evidence. In this case, this includes things such as specialist

vets statements which could not be obtained in the time 
limit hence the suspect being bailed in this case.” 

The RSPCA advise people never to leave their dog alone in 
a car during a warm day. They state: “If you see a dog in dis- 
tress in a hot car, dial 999. 

“Many people still believe that it’s OK to leave a dog ina 
car on a warm day if the windows are left open or they’re 
parked in the shade, but the truth is, it’s still a very danger- 


ous situation for the dog. 


“A car can become as hot as an oven very quickly, even 
when it doesn’t feel that warm. When it’s 22 degrees, in a car 
it can reach an unbearable 47 degrees within the hour.”

Children’s 
diabetes 
team to pilot 
life-changing 
technology 


THE award-winning children’s diabetes team at 
Ormskirk Hospital has been chosen as one of 
only six in the country to pilot new life-changing 
diabetes care. 

The team will offer children with Type 1 diabetes 
hybrid closed loop insulin delivery which acts like 
an ‘artificial pancreas,’ automatically balancing 
high and low blood sugars. 

It follows the team’s success being named North 
West winner of the excellence in healthcare award 
in the 2021 NHS Parliamentary Awards. 

Associate professor Dr May Ng, clinical lead for 
paediatric diabetes, said: “We are delighted to be 
one of only six paediatric centres that have been 
chosen by NHS England to pilot the hybrid closed 
loop trials. 

“I am very proud of the work the team has put in 
to continuously improve the standards of diabetes 
care. This closed loop trial will really benefit the 
children and young people from Southport, 
Formby and West Lancashire.” 

The amount of insulin administered has to be 
manually adjusted and readjusted throughout the 
day. Hybrid closed loop is the most advanced tech- 
nology system currently available and will connect 
to a continuous blood glucose monitor with an 
insulin pump, automatically adjusting the insulin 
delivery, so that blood sugars are more balanced. 
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Second successive ‘no exam’ year 
produces record A-level results 


STUDENTS across West Lancashire received 
their A-level results yesterday (Tuesday) after 
not being able to sit exams for the second year 
running due to the pandemic. 

They found out what grades they had been awar- 
ded in each of their A-level and BTEC subjects.

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Council wants pilot scheme 
put in place before Derby 
Street is reduced to one lane 


LANCASHIRE County Council is being asked by 
the borough council to run a pilot scheme to 
determine the impact on traffic congestion 
before permanently reducing Derby Street in 
Ormskirk to one lane. 

Councillors overwhelmingly backed a motion 
from Our West Lancashire councillor, Jane 
Thompson calling on the County Council to carry 
out a formal trial of one lane operation before 
bridge strengthening works are started. 

The County Council plan to start the works in 
November to permanently reduce Derby Street 
bridge to one lane but admit they have carried 
out no formal pilot of the impact on traffic con- 
gestion. Instead, they have relied on computer 
modelling. 

Scott ward councillor Thompson has wit- 
nessed congestion first-hand during short-term 
roadworks on Derby Street and fears that the 
County Council will be building in permanent 
tailbacks and air pollution from standing traffic 
with their proposals. She said: “I do hope LCC 
will carry outa formal pilot of reducing the traffic 
from two lanes to one lane, as once the final 
decision is made this is irreversible. It’s such a 
small request for such an important decision.”

MFRS’ chief fire officer Phil 
Garrigan said: “The team of 21 
firefighters will offer profes- 
sional and technical skills to our 
friends and colleagues in Greece 
at a time when they need us 
most.

^| am extremely proud that we 
and other Fire and Rescue Ser- 
vices from across the country 
have been able to step up and 
mobilise a team within 24 hours 
of the initial request. 

“Our Greece counterparts are 
struggling to deal with the scale 
of the wildfires. 

“These fires are devastating the 
communities and putting lives at 
risk and it is only right that we as 


a country assist. 

The fires are largely due to the 
country’s most severe heatwave 
in 30 years, with temperatures 
soaring to more than 40 degrees 
centigrade in some areas. 

Nick Searle, who serves with 
the Merseyside Fire and Rescue 
Service, told BBC news the fires 
were ‘very scary’. 

He said the team were ‘hard at 
work’, but the conditions were 
not making the job easy. 

He added: “We've all seen the 
high temperatures throughout 
Europe and if you twin that with 
high winds, that really is an 
explosive mixture. Really very 
scary.” 

He said the scale of the fires 
were unprecedented and that the 
sky was ‘completely orange with 
flames’. 


He added: “The size of the 
wildfires is devastating. It's 
massively challenging. 


“There are thousands of hec- 
tares on fire.” 

Mr Searle said the team and 
local crews were following the 
trail of the fires through towns 
and villages, trying to prevent 
blazes from breaking out in prop- 
erties as they went. 

He said: “It’s passing through 
towns and villages and just tak- 
ing everything in its wake. 

“In the last couple of years, 
we've had what we would con- 
sider quite serious wildfires up in 
Lancashire and Greater 
Manchester. 

“This far surpasses anything 
like that.” 

NFCC's National Resilience 
function is in place to deploy 
both in the UK and overseas. 

Previous deployments include 
Iraq, Turkey, Algeria, Pakistan, 
India, Iran, | Mozambique, 
Indonesia, Haiti, New Zealand, 
Japan, Bosnia and Nepal.

A GARDEN designer from Skelmersdale has 
appeared on television to help a mother- 
daughter duo to completely transform their 
outdoor space. 

David Andersen was on the last week’s episode 
of Sarah Beeny's Renovate Don't Relocate, which 
is a show on HGTV and sees homeowners carry 
out work to their properties. 

Mother Claire and daughter Michelle's garden 
was accessed via a small door in the kitchen - 
and was several steps higher than their indoor 
areas.

LANCASHIRE'S Police and Crime 
Commissioner met with local 
representatives from the 
National Farmers Union (NFU) 
alongside officers from Lan- 
cashire Constabulary to discuss 
the main rural crime issues in the 
county - as anational report 
highlighted the cost to rural 
communities. 

Andrew Snowden met with the 
NFU's county advisor for Lan- 
cashire, Liz Berry and other 
representatives, the Wildlife, 
Rural and Heritage officer Lor- 


raine Ellwood and local rural 
officers. They were hosted by a 
Lancashire farmer who also gave 
an insight into the challenges he 
faces due to rural crime. 

They discussed the main issues 
being raised by rural communit- 
ies, the work that Lancashire 
Constabulary is already doing to 
tackle the issue of rural crime 
and the PCC’s commitment to 
strengthening the work that 
rural task forces and the force as 
a whole can do to get tough on 
crime in rural areas. 


The meeting coincided with the 
release ofa report from NFU 
Mutual, which highlighted some 
of the trends seen in rural crime 
during the past year, including 
issues around fly-tipping, theft of 
quad bikes and other equipment 
and an increase in cyber crime 
targeting farmers and other 
members of rural communities. 

It also highlighted Lancashire 
as one of the most affected 
counties in terms of the cost of 
rural crime, estimated at more 
than £1.3m in 2020.

SKELMERSDALE West County Cllr Julie Gibson 
has called on the Government to protect 
workers’ rights as the country starts to emerge 
from the pandemic into a post covid economy. 

The call came after the Government introduced 
the next phase of the ‘winding down’ of the fur- 
lough scheme prompting fears that many 
thousands could lose their jobs or be forced into 
insecure work. 

Cllr Gibson said: “Recent IMF forecasts show that 
the UK suffered the worst economic crisis of any 
major economy in 2020, on top of this growth 
stalled in the years leading up to the pandemic. 

“The latest forecasts show if we continue in this 
way, then our recovery is at risk and it is more often 
than not, workers who bear the brunt of this.” 


Build back better 


She continued: “In West Lancashire, the 
unemployment rate remains steady at 4.7% 
according to figures from the Office for National 
Statistics, but this week we will see the further 
winding down of the furlough scheme, with the 
government now paying 60% and employers 
20%. A survey by the British Chamber of 


Commerce has 
revealed that 
changes to the 
scheme will likely 
result in many 
thousands of 
people being 
released back into 
the labour market 
and made 
redundant. 

“We have 3.6mil- 
lion people in 
insecure work, including many key workers, 
according to figures from TUC. A lack of basic 
rights and protections forces working people into 
poverty and insecurity. 

"This is terrible for working people, damaging 
for the economy, and as we have seen throughout 
the pandemic, devastating for public health." 

Cllr Gibson said: “Many workers who played 
their part during the pandemic now face the very 
real prospect of unemployment and insecure work, 
they should not be the scapegoats for the govern- 
ment's economic failure. 

“If we are to build back better, we need to avoid a 
race to the bottom, we need to ensure people aren't 
being driven into worst quality jobs, we need to 
invest in our workforce and we need to give them 
the protections they deserve."

I think we should give a big thanks 
to pharmacists who have been there 
for us, and giving Covid vaccines. 
Along with all ICU teams, casualty 
teams and a lot of specialist nurses 
who seem to have kept the nucleus of 
the NHS going.

Morgan has teamed up with Dakar Rally 
experts to create its latest model 


Thanks Morgan, 
for unexpectedly 
making my day! 


THE thought filled me with 
dread as the press release 
pinged into my inbox. 
Morgan is launching an 
off-roader. 

Finally, the chaps in Mal- 
vern have caved into market 
demand and treaded the 
same path that Porsche, Alfa 
Romeo, Maserati, Aston 
Martin, Jaguar and Bentley 
— and just about every other automotive outfit pre- 
viously defined only by their lithe grand tourers 
and svelte saloons - have already gone down. 

Even the horrendously evocative subheading, 
"The Morgan built for overland adventure," made 
it sound as though the company behind some of 
Britain's coolest two-seaters was about to sell out 
and launch a sports utility vehicle. ABMW X3 with 
the Plus 8's headlights. 

How wrong I was. 

In fact, I think just about the only thing I got right 
before clocking the Plus Four CX-T is that, to give 
Worcestershire's best-known carmaker credit, it's 
genuinely ^a Morgan like you've never seen 
before" - but it's also about as far from, say, the 
Porsche Macan as I am from outperforming Tom 
Daley at the next Olympics. 

It is a Morgan with raised suspension, chunky 
tyres, a protected underbody to stop rocks clobber- 
ing its components and waterproof luggage cases, 
so think of it as more of a rival for the Ariel Nomad 
(like it needed one). 

Morgan's crack team of engineers have also given 
a lot of the hard work over to a company called 
Rally Raid UK, which is better known for its work 
setting up the bonkers off-road supercars that take 
part in the Dakar rallies. 

They've given it a protective exoskeleton, which 


will not only keep you 
and the car in shape 
should you roll it down a 
Saharan sand dune, but 
also means you can use it 
to carry around moun- 
tain bikes, should you 
fancy it. 

The final bit of not-ter- 
ribly-Morgan kit comes 

- from another of its regu- 
lar collaborators - an up ‘n’ coming carmaker 
called BMW, who you may have heard of - which 
have provided a trick electronic differential with 
selectable modes, depending on what sort of ter- 
rain you're on. 

You might think this is all a bit off-piste for a 
small sports car firm, but in fact it's going right 
back to its roots - some Champion readers with 
very long memories might recall that in the 1950s 
Morgans were a force to be reckoned with, notch- 
ing up class wins in the RAC International Rally. 

So a Plus Four designed with rough terrain in 
mind isn't actually that different to some of the 
company's classic models. 

In fact, the only real problem with the Plus 4 CX- 
T isnt how wonderfully niche it is, or even its 
£170,000 asking price - is that it's only planning to 
make eight of them. 

Either way, I’m glad it exists — and that if you are 
in the market for an exposed, noisy, hand-built, 
off-road sports car, and I know it's a thriving part 
of the market that for some reason most compan- 
ies strangely seem to ignore, that there's now a 
genuine choice for consumers. 

Thank you, Morgan, for unexpectedly making 
my day.

They are now open from 10am to 2pm every day apart 
from Sunday for general browsing and shopping — this 
includes a 'non-contact fitting service if required; however 
from 2.30pm people can make a FREE private 30 minute 
appointment. This means that people who are little more 
nervous about sharing the shop with another person, can 
have the shop to themselves for up to 30 minutes. They 
can have a 'non-contact fitting if they wish, or just carry 
out some private shopping, getting the undivided attention 
of Jackie and her team. Previously they had 3 fitting rooms 
open to fit ladies for their bras, with no room for two 
people to socially distance. During lockdown and prior to 
opening again they erected a temporary wall covering all 

3 fitting rooms. Now, they just have one fitting room open 
with enough room and privacy for a customer to try on, 
allowing one of Pandora's Box fitting consultants to carry 
out a ‘non-contact’ fit if required.

Pandora’s Box have also implemented online ‘virtual 
fittings’ to their services, to assist vulnerable women who 
cannot leave their own homes or those who are isolating 
and want to buy a new bra. Virtual fittings can be booked 
on their website on the bookings page along with the 
in-store appointments. Virtual bookings will be carried out 
over zoom and a link and instructions of what to do will be 
sent to the customer once she books. A visual assessment 
of a woman's bra size and shape of bra needed will be 
made and a bra/s will be posted out to the customer 
once paid for. Another virtual appointment will be made 
once the customer receives the bra/s. If the bras are not
